What is meant by this Commandment? 


We should so fear and love God, as not to curse, swear, 
conjure, lie or deceive, by His name; but call upon Him in 
every time of need, and worship Him with prayer, praise, and 
thanksgiving. 


THE THIRD COMMANDMENT. 
Remember the Sabbath day, to keep it holy. 
What is meant by this Commandment?

Honor thy father and thy mother, that thy days may be 
long upon the land which the Lord thy God giveth thee. 
What is meant by this Commandment? 


We should so fear and love God, as not to despise nor 
displease our parents and superiors; but honor, serve, obey, 
love and esteem them. 


THE FIFTH COMMANDMENT. 
Thou shalt not kill, 


What is meant by this Commandment? 


We should so fear and love God, as not to do our neigh- 
bor any bodily harm or injury, but rather assist and comfort 
him in danger and want. 


THE SIXTH COMMANDMENT. 
Thou shalt not commit adultery. 
What is meant by ths Commandment? 


We should so fear and love God, as to be chaste and pure 
in our words and deeds, each one also loving and honoring 
his wife or her husband. 


THE SEVENTH COMMANDMENT. 
Thou shalt not steal. 


What is meant by this Commandment? 


We should so fear and love God, as not to rob our neigh- 
bor of his money or property, nor bring it into our possession 
by unfair dealing or fraudulent means, but rather assist him 
to improve and protect it. 


THE EIGHTH COMMANDMENT. 


Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy neighbor. 
What is meant by this Commandment? 


We should so fear and love God, as not deceitfully to belie, 
betray, slander, nor raise injurious reports against our neigh- 
bor, but apologize for him, speak well of him, and put the 
most charitable construction on all his actions. .

THE NINTH COMMANDMENT. 


Thou shalt not covet thy neighbor’s house. 
What is meant by this Commandment? 


We should so fear and love God, as not to desire by 
craftiness to gain possession of our neighbor’s inheritance or 
home, or to obtain it under the pretext of a legal right, but be 
ready to assist and serve him in the preservation of his own, 


THE TENTH COMMANDMENT. 


Thou shalt 'not covet thy neighbor’s wife, nor his man- 
servant, nor his maidservant, nor his ox, nor his ass, nor any- 
thing that is thy neighbor’s, 


What is meant by this Commandment? 


We should so fear and love God, as not to alienate our 
neighbor’s wife from him, entice away his servants, nor let 
loose his cattle, but use our endeavors that they may remain 
and discharge their duty to him. 


What does God declare concerning all these Commandments? 
He says: 


I the Lord thy God am a jealous God, visiting the iniquity 
of the fathers upon the children unto the third and fourth 
generation of them that hate me: and showing mercy unto 
thousands of them that love me, and keep my commandments, 


What is meant by this declaration? 


God threatens to punish all those who transgress these 
commandments. We should, therefore, dread His displeasure, 
and not act contrarily to these commandments. But He 
promises grace and every blessing to all who keep them. We 
-should, therefore, love and trust in Him, and cheerfully do 
what He has commanded us.

OF CREATION. 


I believe in God the Father Almighty, Maker of heaven

What is meant by this Article?

All things that pertain to the wants and the support of this 
present life; such as food, raiment, money, goods, house and 
land, and other property;——a believing spouse and good 
children; trustworthy servants and faithful magistrates ; — 
favorable seasons, peace and health; education and honor; true 
friends, good neighbors, and the like.

And forgive us our trespasses, as we forgive those who

What is meant by this Petition?

And lead us not into temptation, 
What is meant by this Petition? 

God indeed tempts no one to sin; but we pray in this 
petition that God would so guard and preserve us, — that the 
devil, the world, and our own flesh, may not deceive us, nor 
lead us into error and unbelief, despair, and other great and 


shameful sins; 
and that, though we may be thus tempted, we may never- 


theless finally prevail and gain the victory. 


LHe SEVENTH PETITION: 
But deliver us from evil, 
What is meant by this Petition? 

We pray in this petition, as in a summary, that our heavenly 
Father would deliver us from all manner of evil, whether it 
affect the body or soul, property or character; 

. and, at last, when the hour of death shall arrive, grant us a 
happy end, and graciously take us from this world of sorrow 
to Himself in heaven.

PART IV. 
THE SACRAMENT OF HOLY BAPTISM. 


I. What is Baptism? 


Baptism is not simply water, but is the water comprehended 
in God’s command, and connected with God’s Word. 


What is that word of God? 


It is that which our Lord Jesus Christ spake, as it is recorded 
in the last chapter of Matthew, verse 19: 

“Go ye, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” 


II. What gifts or benefits does Baptism confer? 


It worketh forgiveness of sins, delivers from death and the 
devil, and confers everlasting salvation on all who believe, as 
the Word and promise of God declare. 


What are such words and promises of God? 


Those which our Lord Jesus Christ spake, as they are 
recorded in the last chapter of Mark, verse 1%: 

“He that believeth and is baptized, shall: be saved; but he 
that believeth not shall be damned,” 


III. How can water produce such great effects? 


It is not the water indeed, that produces these effects, but 
the Word of God which accompanies and is connected with the 
water,—and our faith, which relies on the Word of God con- 
nected with the water. 

For the water without the Word of God, is simply water and 
no baptism. But when connected with the Word of God, it is 
a baptism, that is, a gracious water of life and a “washing of 
regeneration” in the Holy Ghost; 


as St. Paul says to Titus, in the third chapter, verses 5—8: 

“According to His mercy He saved us, by the washing of 
regeneration, and renewing of the Holy Ghost; which He shed 
on us abundantly through Jesus Christ, our Savior; 

that being justified by His grace, we should be made heirs 
according to the hope of eternal life. This is a faithful saying.”

IV. What does such baptizing with water signify? 


It signifies that the old Adam in us is to be drowned and 
destroyed by daily sorrow and repentance, together with all 
sins and evil lusts; 

and that again the new man should daily come forth and 
rise, that shall live in the presence of God in righteousness 
and purity forever. 


Where is it so written? 
St. Paul, in the Epistle to the Romans, chapter 6, verse 4, 
Says: 
“We are buried with Christ by baptism into death; that 
like as He was raised up from the dead by the glory of the 
Father, even so we also should walk in newness of life,” 


PAK LV. 


THE SACRAMENT OF THE ALTAR OR THE LORD’S 
SUPPER. 


I. What is the Sacrament of the Altar? 


It is the true body and blood of our Lord Jesus Christ under 
the bread and wine, given unto us Christians to eat and to 
drink, as it was instituted by Christ Himself. 


Where is ut so written? 


The holy Evangelists, Matthew, Mark and Luke, — together 
with St. Paul, write thus: 


“Our Lord Jesus Christ, the same night in which He was 
betrayed, took bread: and when He had given thanks, He 
brake it, and gave it to the disciples, and said: Take, eat; this 
is My body, which is given for you: — this do, in remembrance 
of Me,” 


“After the same manner also He took the cup, when He 
had supped, gave thanks, and gave it to them, saying, Drink 
ye all of it: this cup is the New Testament in My blood, 
which is shed for you, for the remission of sins: this do ye, 
as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance of Me.” 


IX, 


II. What benefits are derived from such eating and drinking? 


They are pointed out in these words: “Given and shed for 
you, for the remission of sins.” — Namely, through these 
words, the remission of sins, life and salvation are granted unto 
us in the Sacrament. For where there is remission of sins, 
there are also life and salvation. 


III. How can the bodily eating and drinking produce such great 
effects? 


The eating and the drinking, indeed, do not produce them, 
but the words which stand here, namely: “Given and shed for 
you, for the remission of sins.” — These words are, besides the 
bodily eating and drinking, the chief things in the Sacrament; 
and he who believes these words, has that which they declare 
and set forth, namely, the remission of sins. 


IV. Who is it, then, that receives this Sacrament worthily? 


Fasting and bodily preparation are indeed a good external 
discipline; but he is truly worthy and well prepared, who 
believes these words: “Given and shed for you, for the remis- 
sion of sins.” 

But he who does not believe these words, or who doubts, is 
unworthy and unfit; for the words: “‘For you”, require truly 
believing hearts.

CONFESSION, 
What is confession? 

Confession consists of two parts: the one is, that we confess 
our sins; the other, that we receive absolution or forgiveness 
through the pastor as of God himself, in no wise doubting, 
but firmly believing, that our sins are thus forgiven before 
God in Heaven. 

What sins ought we to confess? 

_In the presence of God we should acknowledge ourselves 
guilty of all manner of sins, even of those which we do not 
ourselves perceive; as we do in the Lord’s Prayer. But in the 
presence of the Pastor we should confess those sins alone of 
which we have knowledge, and which we feel in our hearts. 

Which are these? 

Here reflect on your condition according to the Ten Com- 
mandments, namely: Whether you are a father or mother, a 
son or daughter, a master or mistress, a manservant or maid- 
servant — whether you have been disobedient, unfaithful, 
slothful— whether you have injured any one by words or 
actions — whether you have stolen, or wasted aught, or done 


other evil. 
The Office of the Keys, 


What is the office of the keys? 

The office of the keys is the peculiar church power which 
Christ has given to His Church on earth, to forgive the sins 
of penitent sinners unto them, but to retain the sins of the 
impenitent, as long as they do not repent. 


Whereis this written? 

Thus writes the holy Evangelist John, chapter twentieth: 
The Lord Jesus breathed on His disciples, and saith unto 
them, Receive ye the Holy Ghost: whosesoever sins ye remit, 
they are remitted unto them; and whosesoever sins ye retain, 
they are retained. 

What do you believe according to these words? 

I believe that when the called ministers of Christ deal with 
us by His divine command, especially when they exclude 
manifest and impenitent sinners from the Christian congrega- 
tion, and, again, when they absolve those who repent of their 
sins and are willing to amend, this is as valid and certain, in 
héaven also, as if Christ, our dear Lord, dealt with us Himself,

1. The Lord’s Supper is preceded by 
the Confession. 

2. Confession consists of two parts: 
Confession (acknowledgement of sin) 
and Absolution, 

3. Absolution is the comforting - 
declaration by the pastor that our sins 
are forgiven. 

4. There are two forms of confes- 
sion: Common or Public Confession in 
the Preparatory Service, and Private 
Confession, 

5. In Private Confession we may con- 
fess our sins to the pastor privately, 
and receive Absolution or forgiveness, 

6. Absolution is granted through the 
Office of the Keys, entrusted to the 
called minister of the church. 

7. ~Vhe Onice of thes Keys is the 
power of the church to forgive the 
sins of penitent sinners, but to retain 
the sins of the impenitent, as long as 
they do not repent. 

8. There are two keys of heaven: the 
“key to bind” and the “key to loose”, 

9. The “key to bind” is the power to 
deny absolution to manifest and im- 
penitent sinners, and to exclude them 
from the Sacrament and the congrega- 
tion. 

10. The “key to loose” is the power 
to grant absolution to the penitent 
sinner, and to admit him again to the 
congregation and the Sacrament.

1. A Congregation is a union of 
Christians of the same faith for com- 
mon worship of God and joint activity 
in His kingdom,

tion. 

3. A-member of a congregation 
should regularly attend divine service, 
lead a godly life, support the congrega- 
tion, pray and work for it.

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THE CHRISTIAN CHURCH YEAR. 
I, THE FESTIVAL PERIOD. 


a) The Christmas Cycle. 

1. The season of Advent includes four Sundays. (Advent 
means Coming.) 

2. Christmas, the festival of the birth of Christ, 25th of 
December. 

3. NewYear’sday, 1st of January, the Name’s Day of Christ. 

4. The festival of Epiphany or the manifestation of Christ, 
6th of January, followed by 2-6 Sundays after Epiphany. 

b) The Easter Cycle. 

1. The three Sundays before Lent: Septuagesima (70), 
Sexagesima (60), and Quinquagesima (50th day before Easter) 
or Esto mihi (Be to me). 

2. The season of Lent begins on Ash Wednesday and in- 
cludes six Sundays in Lent: 1. Invocavit (He has called). 
2. Reminiscere (Remember). 8. Oculi (Eyes)... 4. Laetare 
(Rejoice). 5. Judica (Judge). 6. Palmarum (Palm Sunday). 

3. The Passion-week, includes Maundy Thursday, in me- 
mory of the institution of the Lord’s Supper; and Good Friday, 
in memory of Christs death on the cross. . 

4. Easter, the festival of Christ’s resurrection, is always on 
the firstSunday after the First Full Moon inSpring (21.0f March). 

5. The Season of Joy, between Easter and Ascension day, 
lasts forty days and includes 5 Sundays: 1. Quasimodogeniti 
(As new-born). 2. Misericordias Domini (The mercy of the 
Lord). 3. Jubilate (Rejoice). 4. Cantate (Sing). 5. Rogate (Pray) 

6. Ascension Day, Thursday, after Rogate, occurs forty 
days after Easter and ten days before Pentecost. 

c) The Pentecost Cycle. 

1. The Period of Waiting, between Ascension and Pente- 
cost, lasts ten days and includes the Sunday called Exaudi (Hear). 

2. Pentecost or Whitsunday is the festival of the outpouring 
of the Holy Ghost. Pentecost means “the 50th” day after Easter. 

3. Trinity Sunday is the festival of the Holy Trinity. 

II. THE PERIOD WITHOUT FESTIVALS. 

The Sundays of this period (28-27) are called Sundays after 
Trinity. 

1.. The Harvest Festival. 

2. The Festival of the Reformation, October 31st. 

3. The Memorial Day of the church is observed on the 
last Sunday of the church year. 
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Or. Martin Luther. 


Martin Luther, the son of a poor miner, was born in Eis- 
leben, Nov. 10, 1483. At the wish of his father he studied Law 
at the University of Erfurt, but 1505 he entered the Augustinian 
Monastery of that place and devoted himself to the study of the 
Bible. Soon afterwards he became Professor and Doctor of 
Theology in the University of Wittenberg. Here he posted 95 
Theses (Sentences) against the selling of remission of sins 
(indulgences) at the door of the Castle Church, Oct. 31, 1517. 
This was the beginning of the Reformation. 


Luther openly denounced the errors of the Catholic church 
and taught and preached the simple truth of the Gospel. For 
this he was excommunicated by the Pope (1520). At the Diet 
in the city of Worms Luther defended the Evangelical doctrine 
before the Emperor Charles V. (1521). Being outlawed by the 
-Emperor he was kept in concealment by the Elector of Saxony 
at the Wartburg. Here he began 1521 the translation of the 
Bible. The New Testament appeared 1522, the whole ‘Bible 
1534, 1529 Luther edited the Large and Small Catechisms. In 
the same year he held a religious conference with ithe Swiss 
reformer Zwingli, but they could not agree in the doctrine of 
the Lord's Supper. : 

Luther’s followers, the Evangelicals or Protestants, pre- 
sented at the Diet of Augsburg (June 25, 1530) to the Emperor 
Charles V. the Augsburg Confession, a short declaration of the 
principal Evangelical doctrines, written by Luther’s friend and 
co-worker, Philipp Melanchton (b. 1497, f 1560). 

Luther was married 1525 to Katharina von Bora. He died 
at Eisleben, his native town, February 18, 1546. 

Luther, the great reformer, was an earnest Christian, a 
mighty preacher, a successful teacher, a voluminous writer, a 
gifted poet, a faithful husband and loving father. 
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The Lutheran Church in America. 

The Lutheran Church exists as a separate Church since 
the diet of Augsburg (1530) where the followers of Luther 
presented the chief confession of the Lutheran Church to the 
Emperor Charles V. She is, however, not a new church but 
the old Christian Church of the Apostles, for Luther abolished 
only the Roman errors from the Church. 

The confessional documents in which the Lutheran 
Church confesses the pure doctrine of God’s Word are: 

A, The three General Creeds: 1. The Apostles’ Creed, 
2. the Nicene Creed, 3. the Athanasian Creed. 

B. The distinctive Lutheran Confessions: 1. The Augs- 
burg Confession (Augustana), 2. its Apology or defense, 3. the 
Smalcald Articles, 4. Luther’s Small Catechism, 5, Luther’s 
Large Catechism, and 6, the Formula of Concord. 

At the time of the Reformation the Lutheran Church 
extended into Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Iceland and the 
Baltic Provinces of Russia. Today we find her on all five 
continents. She is the largest of all Protestant churches and 
has more than .70 million members. 

In 1637 the first Lutherans came from Sweden to Dela- 
ware and built the first Lutheran Church at Fort Chris- 
tiana, Wilmington, Del., 1638. The first German Lutherans 
came 1680. Henry Melchior Muehlenberg, the Patriarch of 
the Lutheran Church in America arrived from Halle (Aug. 
Herm. Francke) 1742. Aug. 14, 1748, he founded with seven 
ministers the first Lutheran Synod in Philadelphia, Pa., the 
Ministerium of Pennsylvania. In 1787 the New York Minis- 
terium was organized with 14 pastors. 

-A synod is an association of pastors and congregations for 
the confession of their fellowship in doctrine and faith, and for 
co-operation in the various activities of the church. Every Luth- 
eran congregation should belong to a synod. 

The larger Lutheran Synods of America are: The United 
Lutheran Church in America, (combining the former General 
Council, the General Synod, and the United Synod of the 
South), the Augustana Synod, the Iowa Synod, the Ohio 
Synod and the Missouri Synod. 

The Lutheran Church in America supports missionaries in 
India, China, Madagascar, Africa, Japan, South America, 
Australia, and Alaska. Among her charitable institutions are 
found: 81 Orphans’ Homes, 68 Homes for the Aged, 9 Deacon- 
ess Motherhouses, 94 Hospitals etc. She has more than 11,000 
ministers, more than 16,500 congregations with 4 millions of 
baptized members, of whom more than 21% millions are con- 
firmed.
